Nebraska football fans can appreciate the 


problems Kansas State's Wildcats have had this 
season. 


The Cornhuskers might be going for an un- 


defeated season at 1:30 p.m. Saturday in Memorial 
Stadium against K-State if they had been able to 
keep quarterback Dave Humm healthy in the losses 
to Wisconsin and Missouri. 


Instead, they're battling for a chance to go into 


next week's game against Oklahoma and still have 
a shot at a tie for the Big Eight Conference cham- 
pionship. Victory over the Wildcats is a must if that 
goal is to be realized.. 


Kansas State, on the other hand, won its first 


three games with a healthy Steve Grogan at 
quarterback. Since his first injury, Coach Vince 
Gibson hasn't been able to come up with an 
adequate replacement and the Wildcats have lost 
six games in a row, including five in the Big Eight. 


Grogan One Of Best 


Grogan, when able to play at 100% efficiency 


is one-of the best quarterbacks in the conference. 
Right now, though, he is nursing-bruised ribs and 
through the loss string has been hampered by a 
pinched nerve in his neck. 


"Our difficulties at quarterback have killed 


us," Gibson says. "We geared our offense around 
Grogan and Steve hasn't been healthy all season"." 


Grogan's place against the Buskers will be 


taken by Arthur Bailey, a freshman. 


"We think this Bailey kid is going to be a super 


player," Gibson says. "He has tremendous ability, 


as much ability as any kid we've ever had here, but 
he's a freshman and needs experience." 


There's no question Nebraska's success offen- 


sively this season has ridden with Humm's 
excellent passing arm and experience gained 
through five seasons here. 


"Nebraska is right where I thought it would be, 


one of the top teams in the country," Gibson said. 
"As the season wears on, Nebraska gets stronger 
because it has more good football players and 
greater depth than most teams. And David Humm 
is one of the best quarterbacks in the country." 


Buskers Heavily Favored 


While the Cornhuskers are heavily favored to 


run their season record to 8-2, they can expect to be 
pressed by a Kansas State defense which was very 
effective against Oklahoma State last week. 


It limited the Cowboys to 85 yards rushing on 


50 carries and four rushing first downs, but offen-

The key to Kansas State hopes of an upset, 


thus, is an error-free game offensively and the 
same aggressive defensive play it has shown all 
season. 


NU Won't Be Full Strength 


Nebraska won't be at full strength offensively 


with split end Ritch Bahe unlikely to play because 
of a' hamstring injury and center Rik Bonness 
doubtful because of a broken "snapping" hand. It's 
possible he could be used some as a left-handed 
snapper. 


The big worry for Coach Tom Osborne is that 


his Buskers may be looking ahead to next week's 
showdown against Oklahoma. 


"It's only natural for the fans and the players 


to talk and think about Oklahoma," Osborne said 
early this week. "But if Kansas State comes up 
here and plays an inspired game and we don't play 
well, we could lose."

Mideast War Possible |T,%"T°B~d

The United States Friday- 


warned the Soviet Union of a 
possible outbreak of fighting in 
the Middle East but pledged to 
keep up its efforts to head off a 
new round of warfare. 


The Soviet Union charged- 


Israel had brought the Middle . 
East close to war again by stub- 
bornly refusing to negotiate with 
the Palestinians. 


Egyptian newspapers accused 


Israel of preparing for war and 
Israel, in turn, charged the 
Soviet Union with sending 20 
shiploads of weapons to Syria. 
Israel said it was strong and 
ready if the Syrians wanted to 
renew the war. 


The only fighting in the Mid- 


dle East was reported on the 
Lebanese front, where Israeli ar- 
tillery has hit suspected Arab 
guerrilla targets several times in 


the past four days. The Egyptian 
and Syrian fronts were reported 
quiet. 


News reports reaching Beirut 


said Israeli Artillery shelled the 
Arkoub section of southern 
Lebanon sporadically for 45 
minutes late Friday but gave no 
indications of casualties or 
damage. 


Kissinger Discounts War 


Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger said in Washington he 
did not believe a new war was to 
break out but that he had 
relayed to Soviet officials uncon- 
firmed reports of an imminent 
military clash in the Mideast. 


At the United Nations in New 


York, Soviet Ambassador Yakov 
A. Malik told the General 
Assembly Friday Israel's refusal 
to 'negotiate with * the 
Palestinians "threatens a new. 
bloody war in the Middle East." 


Malik also threw the 


Kremlin's full support behind 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organization's claim to national 
rights for 1,5 million Palestinian 
refugees and called for the im- 
mediate resumption of the 
Geneva Mideast peace talks with 
PLO participation. 


Messages Sent Egypt' 


In Cairo, the newspaper 


Akhbar el Yom said Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat has 
received an "urgent" message 
from President Ford, but it did 
not disclose the contents. 


It said Sadat has also received 


two letters from Soviet Com- 
munist Party leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev. Contents of one of 
them which it said was "very 
long" and dealt with the im- 
provement of Soviet-Egyptian 
relations. 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 


Rabin said more than 20 Soviet 
cargo ships' were unloading 
weapons in the Syrian port of 
Latakia and cautioned the 
Russians against trying to step 
up tension in the Middle East. 


Rabin said he hoped Syria 


would decide to renew the U.N. 
mandate to enforce the cease- 
fire with Israel on the Golan 
Heights which expires Nov. 30. 


"We believe that a continua- 


tion of the separation of forces 
agreements in itself contains a 
contribution to calm, a contribu- 
tion to even the slightest chance 
to advance peace," Rabin saids 
-"But if the agreements are 
violated, they shall find-Israel 
strong and ready." 


U.S. Watching 


U.S. officials in Washington 


said they were watching closely 
military preparations in the Mid- 
dle East which they said could 
have ominous implications but 


"that they did not have enough in- 
formation to express a firm opi- 
nion. 


They referred particularly to 


the Golan Heights area but 
emphasized it was unwise to 
assume any military action was 
imminent, lacking further infor- 
mation |rom the scene. 


NATO Secretary General 


Joseph Luns said in London the 
Atlantic Alliance's greatest 
worry is that another Middle 
East war may break out. 


"This is our greatest worry," 


Luns told a foreign press associa- 
tion lunch. 


"We pray it may not happen. 


But there always is a possibility 
it may break out, with all the 
consequences this will entail." 
Luns said. "All countries, in- 
cluding Russia, should do all 
they can to defuse the 
situation." 


Production Declines Sharply 


Washington (AP) — Industrial 


production in the United States 
declined sharply in October and was 
1.7% below industrial output a year 
earlier, the government reported 
Friday. 


The October decline was 0.6%, a 


turnaround from an increase of 0.3% 
in September. It was the fourth 
monthly decline in production this 
year. 


The Federal Reserve Board said the 


fall-off in output was general 
throughout most of the nation's in- 
dustry, and it forecast a further 
decline in November because of new 
production cutbacks in the auto in- 
dustry. 


The October decline in industrial 


production was one of the factors'on 
which the White House based its con- 
clusion earlier this week that the 
nation's economy is sliding into a 
recession. 


In other economic developments 


Friday, the government reported: 


— The nation's balance of payments 


improved substantially in the third 
quarter with a deficit of only $300 


million, compared with. $4.5 billion in 
the second quarter of the year. 


— Corporate profits increased 


slightly in the third quarter of the 
year, increasing at a rate of $1 billion 
to an adjusted total $106.7 billion. 


— The nation's economy declined 


over-all at a rate of 2.1% in the third 
quarter of the year instead of the 2.9% 
reported earlier. 


— The nation's inflation rate was 


12.5% in the third quarter, instead of 
the 12.1% reported earlier. 


— Interior Secretary Rogers Morton 


said he had gotten the word that Presi- 
dent Ford would not consider a hike in 
gasoline taxes as a means to conserve 
fuel. " 


Over-all, the latest government 


statistics, combined with Thursday's 
report of an increase in wholesale 
prices of 2.3% last month, pointed to a 
continued weakening of the nation's 
economy amidst a serious and still un- 
checked rate of inflation. 


The Federal Reserve Board said its 


industrial production,index in October 
stood at 124.9% of the 1967 base out- 
put of 100. 


It said the October, decline of 0.6% 


occurred despite an increase in that 
month of auto production. There has 
been a sharp decline in auto produc- 
tion in November.. 


The board said there was a sharp 


decline in October in production of 
durable household goods, such as fur- 
niture and appliances, and it said out- 
put of construction products also was 
down sharply. 


In its balance of payments report, 


the commerce Department figures 
showed that the United States got 
back from oil-producing nations near- 
ly as much money in investments as it 
paid for foreign oil during the third 
quarter of the year. 


As a result, the nation had a three- 


month balance of payments deficit of 
only 1300 million, down from $4.5 
billion in the second quarter of the 
year. 


The department estimated the 


United States received about S4.5 
billion in investment-money from 
member nations' of the Organizational 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
during the third quarter of the year, 
up $2 billion from the second quarter. 


Ford Says 
Hell Run 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford, getting 


a jump on other candidates for the job he has held 
three months, declared his firm intention Friday to 
run in 1976 for a full four-year term in the White 
House.. 


Ford s decision to switch from a "'probable" can- 


didate to a "definite" candidate was disclosed 
through a spokesman almost casually at a routine 
White House news briefing. 


A reporter who noted there was speculation Ford 


was ready to declare las candidacy asked if the 
rumors were correct 


"Yes," replied Press Secretary Ron Nessen. "He 


intends to run in 1976." 


The reason, Nessen said, was ample: "He enjoys 


being President" 


Ford's formal announcement comes about two 


years before t&e election itself—and wdl ahead of 
the anticipated announcement* by such 
Democratic contenders as Sea Henry Jackson of 
Washington and Sen. Walter Mondale of 
Minnesota. 


Weeks ago, Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-M**s an- 


nounced he would not run. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-DL, said he was not par- 


ticularly .surprised. "It is important that Ford not 
appear to be a lame duck president" he com- 
mented.

For the second consecutive year, 


Republicans on the State Board of 
Equalization, have outflanked Gov. J. 
James Exon and lowered the state in- 
come tax. 
' Secretary of State Allen J. Beermann, 
Auditor Ray A. C. Johnson and Treasurer 
Wayne Swanson Friday cut the individual 
income tax for 1975 from 11% to 10% and 
the corporate income tax from 2.75% to 
2.5%. 


The cut ineans that beginning in 


January, Nebraskans will have a smaller 
percentage of their paychecks withheld 
for state income taxes. Instead of paying 
$110, Nebraskans will pay $100 in 1975 
state income taxes for every $1,000 they 
pay in federal income taxes. 


Sales Tax Unchanged 


The state sales tax will remain at 2.5% 


for calendar year 1975. 


The action came on a 3-2 vote over the 


protests of Exon and State Tax Com- 
missioner William E. Peters, the board's 
two Democrats, who favored maintaining 
the 11% rate. 


It was the income tax that was cut 


rather than the sales tax because the law 
stipulates that a balance must be kept 
between sales and income tax revenue. 


'Ultra-Tight Budgets' 


Afterwards. Exon said the cut 


necessitates "ultra-tight state budgets 
next year." 


If taxes have to be raised in a sub- 


sequent year. Exon said the increase 
would probably have to be in the sales 
tax, which he called the most regressive 
tax. 


Exon. board chairman, said he favored 


cutting the income tax to 10% until 
Peters informed him that preliminary 
figures showed that September sales tax 
revenue grew by 7.5% — the lowest 
growth rate for the past 15 months. 


Under the 10% and 2Vz% rates, Peters 


projected that Nebraska will have a $12.7 


million balance on June 30, 1975—less 
than the $15.2 million statutory 'cushion. 


Obligation Challenged 


Beermann challenged Exon's and 


Peters' inclusion of $11.5 million for the 
technical community colleges-under the 
heading of obligations. 


The Nebraska Supreme Court this past 


summer voided property tax support for 
the colleges as the funding formula-is now 
written. Peters' projections included tax 
funds for the state to pick up the total 
cost of the colleges. 


Beermann questioned whether the 


board can anticipate what the Legislature 
will do to resolve the technical college 
funding dilemma. 


Exon responded that the Legislature's 


only choices will be to appropriate the 
funds or close the colleges. To make up 
for $6 million in property taxes, which 
must be refunded, the state has 
accelerated its payments to the colleges. 


Funds May Run Out 


In January or February, those funds 


are expected to run out. 


The same is also true of an additional 


$3.5 million in property tax exemptions 
for elderly homeowners. The Legislature 
authorized the expenditure, but did not 
fund it. 


Johnson responded. "The Legislature 


has reasonable alternatives other than to 
appropriate the money." 


He said the Legislature can authorize 


the issuance of registered warrants to 
cover homestead exemptions and 
technical colleges. Peters questioned 
whether that would be deficit financing, 
which the Constitution forbids. 


Beermann added that in the past the 


Revenue Department has grossly un- 
derestimated revenues. Based on 9Vz% 
growth in sales tax and 11.4% growth in 
income tax. the department last year es- 
timated that on June 30.1974, the state 
would have a $17 million balance. 


In reality, the general fund balance was 


$66 million, he said.

Ford, rejecting pressure from 
three leading Democrciic 
senators, refused Friday to grant 
an immediate one million ton 
hike in American food aid for 
needy nations. 


The decision was announced 


at the World Food Conference, 
which later adopted a measure 
strongly supported by the U.S. 
delegation urging nations to set 
aside money and food to ensure 
that 10 million tons of food grain 
are shipped annually to hungry 
nations. 


By calling for financial 


assistance as well as actual food 
aid, the conference implicitly 
appealed to the oil producing 
nations to help feed the world 
with their newly earned dollars. 


In a late night session, the con- 


ference also accepted a proposal 
for a system of nationally held 
but internationally coordinated 
grain banks to provide a buffer 
against bad weather and other 
natural disasters. This was a 
move proposed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger in an 


address on, the opening day of 
the conference. 


The amount of grain to be 


stored was not specified. 


In Washington, Kissinger said 


that before the year is over he 
expects the United States will 
not only increase the dollar 
amount but the quantity of food 
aid it will provide to hungry 
nations. 


Conference 
delegates 


expressed disappointment at the 
White House decision not to 
grant additional U.S. food aid, 
while the controversy triggered 
an angry reaction from 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
BuLz, who heads the American 
delegation. 
. He accused the senators of in- 
jecting partisan politics into the 
food conference and forcing the 
United States into a "defensive 
position." 


Butz said the United States is 


and would remain the world's 
No.l food donor and that the 
million ton inccease, amounting 
to $175 million, would have had 


a bullish impact on the U.S. 
grain market. 


"The American housewife is 


having a tough time meeting her 
own budget," said Anne 
Armstrong, counselor to Presi- 
dent Ford, who disclosed the 
White House position.

Snow Buries Buffalo, N.Y. 


A cold wind blowing across the Great Lakes 


on Friday turned moisture into clouds of snow 
that buried parts of the shore areas under two 
or more feet of snow. 


Hardest hit was Buffalo, N.Y., where 


schools closed, autos were dug out of drifts 
and s.now plows cut paths for clogged com- • 
muter traffic.

tor of the drug abuse program's 
special action office, said the 
nation's efforts should be 
directed at preventing the use of 
marijuana rather than punishing 
users. 


The federal policy of relying 


on law enforcement to arrest 
both users and sellers, he said, 
"has been replaced by a policy 
which targets law enforcement 
on the drug distribution system 
and not on the users of illicit 
drugs." 


He said the federal govern- 


ment is closely watching the so- 
called Oregon experiment, 
where possession of marijuana is 
a "civil violation" instead of a 
criminal violation, and is 
handled much the same as a 
parking ticket. 


"Criminal penalties have 


clearly failed to prevent 
widespread use of marijuana.'' 
OuPont said in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the an- 
nual convention of the National 
Organization for the Reform of 
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Marijuana Laws (NORML). 


Although marijuana was out- 


lawed in the. 1930s, he said, 26 
million Americans have tried the 
drug and about one-third of that 
number continue to use it 
regularly. 


DuPont cited what he called 


"two central propositions" 
which he said command basic 
acceptance. 


"First, the continuing un- 


certainty about 
marijuana's 


effects mandates restraint and 
active efforts to discourage use 
of the drug. 


"Second, criminal penalties 


for possession of marijuana for 
personal use are costly and 
should be avoided.''

"sporadically, often unwillingly

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Washington (UP!) - With the 


prosecution case nearly com- 
pleted, the controversial role of 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
in the Watergate aftermath 
began emerging Friday as a 
major defense strategy at the 
cover-up trial. 


The super-secret CIA has long 


denied any involvement in the 
bugging or its cover-up, but U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
ruled that at least a limited 
exploration of CIA actions is per- 
missible as a defense tactic.

the prosecution nor the defense 
will have to "vouch for his 
credibility" on the crucial issues 
involved. 


Five former aides to Richard 


M. Nixon are accused of con- 
spiracy in the Watergate cover- 
up.

has called 24 witnesses, an- 
nounced it would wrap up their 
case next Wednesday or 
Thursday after playing nearly

Criminal Evidence Believed In Nixon Papers 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


special Watergate prosecutor's 
office said Friday it believes 
there is additional criminal 
evidence among 888 tapes and 
about 300 boxes of documents 
left behind in the White House 
by Richard M. Nixon. 


It would be "an unthinkable 


doctrine," said assistant 
prosecutor Peter Kreindler, to 
allow Nixon custody over the 
materials without first giving in- 
vestigators a chance to examine 


them and make copies at their 
own discretion. 


Kreindler suggested in U.S. 


District Judge Charles Richey's 
court that Nixon's battle for the 
data is motivated by a concern 
that it "may well implicate Mr. 
Nixon, albeit he has a pardon." 


Nixon's lawyers, meanwhile, 


asked Richey to strike down a 
recent White House agreement, 
which would allow the special 
prosecutor to examine, without 
subpoena, any of the materials 
and to bar shipment of them to 


California'until he is satisfied 
they are not needed as evidence. 


Instead, attorney Herbert J. 


Miller pleaded that an original 
pact between Nixon and the 
Ford administration be restored 
so that the tapes and papers 
could be delivered quickly to the 
former President. 


Under that agreement, the 


special prosecutor could be 
forced to litigate each time he 
wanted new evidence. 


Miller introduced an affidavit 


signed by Franklin R. Gannon, a 
research aide to Nixon at San 
Clemente, which revealed that 
the former president already had 
a deal with "a major publisher" 
to write a book. 


Gannon said plans are still 


somewhat up in the air as to sub- 
ject matter, but the first half of 
the book is due by April, 1976, 
and aiming for delays of delivery 
of the Nixon papers could make 
it "increasingly difficult to meet 
this deadline." 


Ex-Aide Pleads Guilty To Funneling Money For GOP 


Washington (UPI) - Former 


Nixon aide Jack A. Gleason 
pleaded guilty Friday to 
overseeing a secret White House- 
controlled organization created 
to funnel up to $3 million to 
selected GOP congressional can- 
didates in the 1970 elections. 


Gleason administered the fund 


both before and after quitting 


his White House staff job in June 
1970, government prosecutors in- 
dicated. Prosecution sources 
said the fund organization 
operated out of the basement 
back room of a Washington 
townhouse.

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Gleason, who has agreed to 
testify as a government witness, 
and released him on his own

Return Message To Gerstenberg 


Very likely the White House views its 


decision to turn down the request for ad- 
ditional American food aid for the starving 
nations as one of those tough, bullet-biting 
options with which fate torments every 
leader. 


Admittedly we're on the outside 


looking in, but it appears to us on the other 
hand to have been the popular, easily- 
defended decision to make. 


The average American will probably 


agree with the Ford administration. 


The U.S., after all, leads the world in 


being generous with its money and produce 
and through all the years since the war has 
been hated for it. 


The man on the street probably will 


think that sending an extra million tons of 
food abroad this year will cause prices here 
to rise. 


And those miserly oil sheiks, who 


spend their revenues only on Rolls Royces, 
air conditioners, Riviera vacations and 
American medical care, will not carry their 
fair share of the burden in paying for aid to 
the starving. 


And of course, food sent abroad spoils 


or is wasted or sold on the black market 
and hardly ever gets to those who need it. 


Besides, the World Food Conference in 


Rome, from whence the request came, was 


only supposed to deal with long-term 
solutions to world hunger, not the im- 
mediate crisis. 


But there is an immediate crisis that 


cannot be ignored. When the well-fed 
delegates in Rome come up with a long- 
term solution, today's starving will have 
been in the ground a long time. Our preoc- 
cupation is with the cost of living, their's is 
with living until tomorrow. 


Most Americans see the pictures of the 


ancient skin sagging from brittle bones or 
the hollow-eyed little children with swollen 
bellies and think "those poor souls." But 
too many of us apparently will add: "but 
don't raise our food prices" or "we already 
gave." 


This was a decision lacking conscience 


and humanity and it will stay around to 
haunt us. 


There is still some additional wheat or 


rice or powdered milk the U.S. government 
can buy to send abroad on top of what we 
already have sent this year. It might not 
make a dent in u. world hunger problem, 
but at least it would show that a people 
care. 


So we've been known as Uncle Sam, 


the sucker, in the past. That's a darn sight 
easier to live with than being called Uncle 
Scrooge. 


Give Rocky The O.K. 


President Ford has said that his 


nomination of Nelson Rockefeller to be 
vice president is No. 1 on the list of 
achievements of his young presidency and 
we think he's right. Certainly the choice of 
Rockefeller tops his two other major acts 
— the pardon of Richard Nixon and-crea- 
tion of th'e fumbling WIN program, Ford's 
answer to beating inflation and recession. 


Rockefeller was not an exciting new 


discovery for which Ford can take claim, 
nor did it take a tremendous amount of 
couragevto offer the former New York 
governor's name. Rockefeller was, rather, 
a- natural choice for someone used to 
legislative rather than executie politics to 
make; the best under the circumstances in 
which Ford was thrust into the presidency. 


Rockefeller has all the experience in 


the world and despite the nitpicking from 
the rich-hating left and the spiteful and 
jealous right and the fact that Rockefeller 
gave some money to friends who had 
served him, he is still a person most 
Americans can trust. 


With a President who still hasn't

CONSTANCE BAKER MOTLEY 


They Had A Dream 


In August, 1966, Constance 


Baker Motley was confirmed by 
the Senate as a US. district 
judge for southern New York. 
She thereby became the fust 
Negro woman to sit on the 
federal bench. 


Recommended for the post by 


the late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
Mrs. Motley was appointed by 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
after establishing a formidable 
reputation as a civil rights at- 
torney. 


Sometimes described as the 


"chief courtroom tactician of the 
entire jbivil rights movement," 
Mrs. Motley was associated with 
the legal branch of the NAACP 
for 20 years. 


In her role as a civil rights 


defense counsel, she was in- 
voiced in virtually even- impor- 
tant civil rights case of the '60s 
and personally directed many of 
them, including James H. 
Meredith's 1962 battle for admis- 
sion to the University of 
Mississippi. 


Mrs Motley also served for 


two years as a state senator in 
New York and was president of 
New York City's borough of 
Manhattan 
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Born in New Haven, Conn., in 


1921. Constance Baker was the 
nc*h of 12 children. Her parents 
weie immigrants from the 
Bntish West Indies 


Sfte became interested in 


American history and civil rights 
at the age of 15, after being 
turned away at a public beach 
because of her race 


She got z luck}- break at the 


age of 18, however, wbe» she 
ca\e a talk on mil rights at a 
Negro social center. IB the 
audience sat Clare»ce W. 
Blakeslee, a white bvstKSsnun 


and one of the center's sponsors. 
Blakeslee was impressed awl 
offered to finance her education. 
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Constance studied at Fisk 


University, a Negro school in 
Nashville, Tenn., for a year and 
then transferred to New York 
University, earning her 
bachelor's degree in economics 
in 1943 Then she entered 
Columbia as a law student. 


While at Columbia, she 


married and took a job as legal 
clerk to Thurgood Marshall, now 
a Supreme Court justice, who 
then beaded the NAACP s legal 
defense and education fund. She 
received her law degree in 1946. 


Three years later, Mrs. Motley 


became an assistant counsel 
with the NAACP. Besides the 
Meredith case, she played an im- 
portant rote in the 1990s in the 
struggle of Authenne Lucy for 


admission to the University of 
Alabama. She also represented 
Negroes seeking admission to 
universities in Florida, Georgia. 
Mississippi and South Carolina, 
as well as integration cases in- 
volving elementary schools 
throughout the South. 
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She also represented chews 


arrested ia stt-ias, freedom tides 
and other mil disobedience 
cases, ndotiag the late Dr.

The Issue Of Money In Office 


NEW YORK - Better than 


any senator did, Nelson 
Rockefeller posed the right 
question about his confirmation 
as vice president when he said 
Congress had to decide 
"whether it is dangerous, too 
dangerous to have a person of 
great personal wealth potentially 
having in his hands the power of 
the presidency." 


Probably there is no blanket 


answer to that question, and in 
applying it to himself, 
Rockefeller concluded that it 
was not too dangerous. But his 
further testimony did not fully 
support that judgment, which 
was strongly based on the 
proposition "that the American 
constitutional system is the 
greatest arrangement ever 
devised for taming private 
power and moderating it into 
public authority." At another 
point, Rockefeller said that 
"great political authority in 
America comes only from the 
free gift of the people when they 
vote for you." 
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But how does a candidate get 


people to vote for him? One way 
is by the money he spends on 
campaigns. And the fact is that 
Rockefeller's figures show that 
he put $1,000,228 into his own 
presidential campaigns, $1,031,- 
637 into the New York 
Republican Party, whose can- 
didate for governor he was four 
times, and $80,599 into the 
"Rockefeller team campaign" in 
New York State — all from his 
own funds. In addition, his 
brothers and sister contributed a 
total of $2.8 million to his cam- 
paigns, and he received "about 
$1.5 million per campaign" from 
his stepmother, the late Martha 
Baird Rockefeller. That would 
be at least $9 million for four 
gubernatorial and two formal 
presidential campaigns, bringing 
to about $14 million the total of 
Rockefellet money poured into 
Nelson Rockefeller's 
political 


campaigns.

Dr. William Ronan, for instance, 
later forgave that amount and 
added a $40,000 cash gift for a 
total of $550,000. Taken even at 
Rockefeller's evaluation, these 
loans and gifts raise the question 
whether Ronan, as head of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority 
and later the head of the Port 
Authority of New York and New

benefactor. The Ronan case is, in 
fact, a classic example of private 
power untamed. 


Rockefeller made these gifts 


to help Ronan "meet pressing 
responsibilities and problems, 
and to assist him in meeting con- 
tinuing financial responsibilities 
after retirement" This can 
mean only that Ronan could not 
meet these responsibilities on a 


public salary and retirement 
plan, and that if Rockefeller had 
not so helped him, Ronan would 
have had to leave public office to 
earn more money in private 
employment. And if it is argued 
that Rockefeller thus saved for 
the public the services of a 
valuable man — as he also did by 
loans to Edward Logue and 
James Gaynor — it has to be 
answered that as governor of

New York he could just as well 
have been using the same 
private resources to achieve 
much more questionable j)ur- 
poses. 


Richard Nixon, not having 


great wealth, had to rely on 
secret fund-raising to pay his 
private police operatives. 


No one defends the propriety 


of that; yet it is not different in- 
herently, although the motives 
and result were different, for 
Rockefeller to use his private 
means to achieve ends not possi- 
ble on the public payroll or 
through legislative ap- 
propriations or known to the 
public And the story of the 
Goldberg biography shows, how 
easy it would be for him to do so. 
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As Sen. Robert Byrd put it, 


after describing the devious 
route by which Rockefeller 
money came to the publisher of 
that book, "The money which 
originally came from your 
brother, Mr. Laurance 
Rockefeller, was laundered 
once, twice, three times, four 
times — a number of times so 
that Mr. Laurance Rockefeller 
completely lost ,his identity 
through the laundering 
process." 


Rockefeller not only agreed 


with that — demurring at the 
word "laundering" — but then 
volunteered the information that 
"as a custom, as a convenience, 
our family invests in securities 
through a nominee ... The use 
of a nominee is not unusual." 
That is, the family routinely acts 
through other parties, keeping 
its own involvements from 
publk notice; that is an or- 
dinary, accepted way of doing 
business. 


It is not to accuse Rockefeller 


of past wrongdoing to say that 
his lavish attitude toward use of 
his private resources in public 
office appears to give the public 
no protection save his claim to 
use those resources only for 
good, not bad purposes. Nor is it 
to make too much of the 
Goldberg biography to say that 
in at least that instance 
Rockefeller's purpose was highly 
questionable. But in the long-run 
it is the practice, not the pur- 
pose, of using private resources 
to supplement public office that 
is at issue.

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Extension Asked To Burn Coo/

The Lincoln Electric Syrtem (LES) Ad- 


ministrative Board Friday asked air pollu- 
tion control officials to allow continued 
coal burning in the steam-producing K St. 
Power Plant through May of 1976. 
j Without an extension, LES will have to 
flop using coal in February, the month 
when the present permit expires. 


The K St. Plant supplies steam to heat a 


number of downtown businesses. Last 
mjonth, businessmen complained to city 
lawmakers about the LES 1976 shutdown 
date and requested an extension of one 
year. 


Premature closing? 


LES board members repeatedly told the 


council that air pollution regulations may 
force the premature closing of the plant 
since scarce fuel oil and natural gas, which 
are substitute sources of fuel, may not be 
available in the quantities needed to supply 
the steam 
-» 


In requesting the 1976 extension to burn 


coal, LES officials proposed the following 
fuel plan: 


—During the September, 1974 to August, 


1975 period, LES would double the amount 
of oil burned during winter months, which 
would require an additional 600,000 gallons 
of oil and reduce coal consumption by 19%. 


-During September, 1975 to July, 1976, 


LES would reduce coal consumption by 
another 96% and burn more oil, for a total 
consumption of 1.74 million gallons. 


—During September, 1976 to July, 1977, 


LES would use natural gas and oil as the 
only fuels for the plant, requiring 4 million 
gallons of oil for the winter season. 


Cost Breakdown 


In a related action the board requested 


LES Administrator Walt Canney to give a 
breakdown on the costs charged steam heat 
customers. The report will be discussed at 
the board's December meeting, when it is 
expected that members will hike the steam 
rates to reflect the actual cost of providing 
the steam. 


LES figures show that customers pay an 


average of $4.50 per 1,000 pounds of steam, 
while the cost is 16.68. Other electric 
customers pay the difference, which has 


amounted to a $490,224 subsidy during the 
last three years. 


In 1976 the cost is projected by LES of- 


ficials to be $11.20 and in 1977 that cost is 
projected to jump to $15.70. 


Would Pay Fill Cott 


And while spokesmen for downtown 


customers have said they would pay the 
full cost, they also charge that LES is not 
fairly allocating those costs. 


Since the board has indicated it will 


recommend to the City Council a substan- 
tial rate hike, Board Chairman John 
Haessler remarked, "As night follows day, 
those rates are going to be challenged (in 
the courts)." 


The board also reviewed a proposed 


energy conservation guide, drawn up by 
the power supply committee, headed by 
Nick Bashara. 


The board is slated to discuss the docu- 


ment next month, which will deal with set- 
ting out LES policies on street lighting 
proposed insulation regulations for 
residential, commercial and industrial 
buildings and standards for heat pump in- 
stallations. 


Laws Said Cure To Terrorist Acts

"Modern society has no other 


alternative to annihilation than 
to strengthen the force of law 
against the law of force," a 
United Nations legal affairs of- 
ficer told Model U.N delegates 
Friday at Nebraska Wesleyan 
University 


Larry Johnson, a University of 


Nebraska-Lincoln and Harvard 
Law School graduate, said that 
to curb international terrorism, 
changes in politics over the past 
25 years must be recognized. 


To solve world problems — 


securing peace, human rights, 
food and economic stability — 
Johnson said "one of the first 
aims of the UN has been disar- 
mament — taking away the 
means of war " . 


Period Of Peace 


While there have been 


flareups threatening inter- 
national peace and security, 
Johnson said world opinion and 
pressure-through the U N. has 
allowed "the longest period of 
general world peace since 1900 " 


That has come despite the 


U.N.'s lack of governmental 
powers or police enforcement, 
said the Lincoln Northeast High 
School 1963 graduate. 
JBut after political skyjackings, 
assassinations and kidnapings. 
underscored by the 1972 
massacre of athletes at the 
Olympic Games, the U.N. 
directed Johnson's office to

The qualifications of newly- 


appointed Nebraska Penal 
Complex Warden Robert Parratt 
are apparently in order, accor- 
ding to State Personnel Director 
William C. Peters. 


State Sen. Wally Bamett of 


Lincoln, a member of the 
Legislature's Judiciary Com- 
mittee, wrote Peteis, asking if 
Parratt actually qualified for the 
warden's job. 


Parratt's educational back- 


ground: in that he did not com- 
plete high school and does not 
have a college degree, are the 
mam points of contention. 


Peters answered Bamett in a 


letter Friday, saying, "When it's 
been established that there can 
be no substitution for requisite 
qualifications, then no 
deviations from tne standards 
must be permitted. It's recog- 
nized however, that this exists 
only in a limited number of 
classifications/' 


Peters apparently feds that 


substitutions for qualifications 
are allowed in the case of the 
warden's job. 


In the meantime, State Sen. 


Ernest Chambers denounced 
Parratt, saying the new warden 
does not have the necessary 
qualifications for tne position. 


Chambers noted that Parratt 


has not even finished high 
school, which is required by the 
Personnel Rule Study. 


"A warden tnat has been there 


W years, and has taken no effort 
to improve himself educatioiial- 
ly, snows that he is not the rjpe 
of man who should be in this 
position based on the rates set 
down by the Personnel Board," 
Chambers said Friday.

The U.N. secretariat has con- 


cluded, Johnson said, that "even 
when the use of force is legally 
and morally justified, there are 
some means . which must not 
be used, the legitimacy of a 
cause does not in itself legitimize 
the use of certain forms of 
violence, especially against the 
innocent." 


Defining aggression is "not as 


simple as it seems," Johnson 
said. He explained that legal 


norms vary throughout the 
world. 


"While most Western nations' 


were anxious to control acts of 
individual terrorism and punish 
hijackers," he said, "Third 
World nations (African and 
Asian) asked about governmen- 
tal or state terrorism." 


The latter were concerned 


about repressive or colonialist 
governments acting against in- 
dividuals' rights, which "in their 
view affected many more inno- 
cent lives than a few hijackings," 
he said. 


Condemnation Feared 


"Many Asian and African 


states feared that a general con- 
demnation of terrorism would 
be too wide and would encom- 
pass a right which they had, in 
some cases, personally fought 
for only a few years ago — the 
right to become free and deter- 
mine one's own future, 'Uie said. 


Those states justified their 


concern in part by comparing 
themselves to the 1776 American 
revolutionaries, he said. 


"It is sad but true that if 


avenues for peaceful change — 
either internally within a state, 
or externally in the field of inter- 
national relations — are not 
open, then violence, sometimes 
terroristic violence, is bound to 
occur." 


Other nations, Johnson said, 


maintained that to control 
terrorism, its causes must be un- 
derstood, causes such as political 


and economic 
exploitation, 


racism and apartheid. 


Last year, he said, the General 


Assembly adopted an inter- 
national convention on preven- 
tion and punishment of crimes 
against internationally protected 
persons, including diplomatic 
agents "Even here progress was 
difficult," but it was a first step. 


African nations worried that 


the convention prejudiced their 
legitimate right to self- 
determination and in- 
dependence under the U.N 
charter, he said The US op- 
posed but ratified the conven- 
tion, not yet in force. 


Noting the change in world 


politics which the U.N. has had 
to face. Johnson said, the views 
and interests of the newly in- 
dependent states of Africa and 
Asia — which constitute a 
majority of U.N membership — 
"must be understood if progress 
is to be made." 


"The present economic pic- 


ture points to the need for 
detente and cooperation 
between developing, producer 
states and developed, consumer 
states," he said 


And to strengthen the force'of 


international law, -Johnson said. 
"It is imperative that a forum 
exist where views can be heard 
and reasons explained" — the

Hoytt Public Co//s On Education 
To Bbosf Emphasis On Careers 


Career education represents a 


"crusade for change in the entire 
system of American education," 
a US. Office of Education 
associate commissioner said 
Friday in Lincoln. 


That change, said Kenneth B. 


Hoyt, was not called for by 
educators, but by the general 
public 


If career education "is going 


to happen, it is not something 
the schools can do by 
themselves," be said, calling for 
cooperation by the business- 
laboHndustry-government com- 
munity, and by the home and 
family structure. 


Hoyt, a University of 


Maryland education professor on 
leave to the Office of Career 
Education, addressed the joint 
annual fall conference of the 
Nebraska State School Boards 
Association and the Nebraska 
Association of School Ad- 
ministrators. 


The career education move- 


ment satisfied two needs, Hoyt 
said: Making more clear and 
meaningful the relationship 
between school and work; and 
making work a significant part of 
a person's total lifestyle. 


Education for the vast majori- 


ty of students "hasn't helped 
my much in the transition from 
school to wort/ he said. 


Employers are complaining 


that youth don't have solid 
academic skills, good work 
habits and attitudes, or even 
exposure to work, he said 


Hoyt suggested changes begin- 


ning hi elementary school and 
continuing through college. 


Teachers must emphasize 


careers. "We've got to give kids 
more of a reason for going to 
school than simply going to 
school 


"Kids don't reject work They 


just ixs?sr heard about it," Hoyt 
said. He urged teaching the im- 
portance of trying, finishing jobs 
started, coming to school on 
time, and cooperation. 


Hoyt said schools must 


emphasize career development 
and help children realize what 
options are open to them. 


He also called for performance 


evaluation for childrefu letting 
them "see who they are and why 
they are. through showing them 
what they did." By emphasizing 
what children didn't do, "too 
many schools teach failure," he 
said. 


All schools must also 


recognize the need to increase 
the vocationakechnical options 
for students, he said.

Buckley, R-Con.-N.Y., had 
suggested the Russians were 
attempting to conceal some of 
their major missile work. Ac- 
tions to hide such developments 
would violate terms of the 1972 
SALT agreement. 


Beecher said it is customary to 


place some sort of sheeting over 
concrete during construction to 


allow the concrete to cure 
without rapid shifts of 
temperature and humidity and 
to keep out dirt. 


He said this has been done 


while providing additional 
protection to underground mis- 
sile silos. 


The work involves placing an 


additional 10-inch-thick layer of 
concrete over the silo doors and 
adding boron to the concrete for 
shielding against the intense 
heat which would be generated 
by an exploding enemy warhead. 


The portable shelters, 44-feet 


wide and 56-feet long, normally 
are removed after three to four 
weeks, Beecher said. 


"They then come off and there 


is nothing between the silo doors 
and the wide blue sky," he 
added. 


Beecher indicated the 


sheltering practice has been 
followed for years, dating back 
to missile silo construction work 
which preceded the 1972 SALT 
agreement. He said it will con- 
tinue to be followed. 


The spokesman said no 


enlargement of missile silos is 
under way, although some is per- 
mitted under the agreement 
limiting missile forces on both 
sides.

United Airlines has asked the 


Civil Aeronautics Board to in- 
clude Omaha and Lincoln in its 
midweek excursion fares.

duced regular coach fares 25% 
on several mid-week, long-haul 
routes. 


The CAB has already ap- 


proved the plan for travel be- 
tween cities more than 1,500 
miles apart, except on the high- 
ly-competitive Hawaii and Flor- 
ida routes

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Extension Clubs Alive.We 
n Nebraska

For Mrs. David Warner of Davey, 50 years with the 


Davey Women's Club has provided her the opportunity to 
get together socially and keep in touch with her 
neighborhood friends. 


Carol Huske of Malcolm, who is a young homemaker 


and member of the Prairie Hills Extension Club, sees the 
Extension Service as an educational means of keeping up 
to date with the latest information pertaining to home 
economics. 


However, although their individual reasons for 


joining may vary, most members agree that the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska-Lincoln Cooperative Extension Service 
has come a long way since its 1915 inception. At that time 
there were 373 women's organizations across the state 
which began extension club work. 


According to Bobbie Sward, associate state leader in 


home economics, the Nebraska Extension Club Service 
has one of the largest memberships in the country. She 
also pointed out that the program was initially begun by 
the Land Grant College, established by the Morrill Act of 
1862 and further implemented by the Smith-Lever Act of 
1914. 


Like any other organization, the Service has had its 


membership ups and downs since its initial beginning: In 
1937, there were 29,000 members, but the 1944 
membership dropped to 14,000 and later increased to 34,- 
000 in 1956. 


Currently, the number of state extension clubs has 


grown to 2,035 with 28,840 members, Mrs. Sward said. 


In addition, county home extension agents across the 


state have indicated that the number of clubs and 
membership is steadily increasing. 


"There" isn't a day that goes by that I don't get some 


calls from homemakers interested in joining a club or 
starting another club," noted Esther Kriefels Wyant, Lan- 
caster County Home Extension Agent. Lancaster County 
alone has 87 clubs and approximately 1,300 members. 


"We are growing," echoed Mary Lee, Box Butte 


County Home Extension Agent, reflecting the success of 
extension clubs in outstate Nebraska. 


"Recently, we have had four new clubs and these 


have meant 40 new members," she added. 


Even sparsely populated Cherry County in northern 


Nebraska has 15 clubs and 230 members, according to 
Betty Kirne, county extension agent there. 


The University Extension Division, taking into con- 


sideration the wishes and needs of its members, prepares 
lessons for the use of the clubs, Mrs. Sward said, 
explaining the program's operation. 


Each lesson subject is researched and prepared by 


Extension Division personnel and is "continued for a 
maximum of three years or until most of the clubs have 
selected it," she added. 


Upon completion of the lesson preparations, County 


Home Extension Agents are trained in the presentation of 
each subject and they, in turn, conduct leader training 
sessions for various club leaders, Mrs. Sward said. 


"Although most of the lessons are used primarily by 


extension clubs, the leader training lessons are open to 
any club," she said. 


Topics included among the lessons are "Zero to 


Three" (the impressionable years of children), understan- 
ding food labels, fabric flammability, low-cost meals, arts 
and crafts, home decorating, clothing construction and 
environmental problems. 


"Consumer education is a thread that joes through 


all of them," Mrs. Sward noted. 


"We try to incorporate some sort of activities 


(demonstrations, group participation and role-playing) in 
the lessons," she said. "If people can get involved, they 
are likely to be more interested." 


And because of the up-to-date material and that 


"thread of consumerism in the lessons, state extension 
clubs are drawing more and more young homemakers and 
working women from both urban and rural areas, the 
home agents reported. 


"There is a marked increase in the younger 


homemakers interested in learning sewing, food preserva- 
tion, nutrition and consumer education," Ms. Wyant 
pointed out. 


"At first, when the Prairie Hills Extension Club was 


organized a couple of years ago, a lot of the women here 
were attracted by the newness of the idea and many of 
them didn't know anyone and wanted to meet other peo- 
ple in the area," offered Mrs. Huske. 


"But now it's not just a social thing," she continued. 


"We are real interested in what we can gain in 
homemaking abilities. 


"I think so many times people think that extension 


clubs and home economics is just baking, cooking and 
sewing, but we try to incorporate other things, such as 
budgeting, consumer finance and the use of credit cards."

"Club members are always really eager to have the 


food lessons, but I think that is because most women have 
to cook," said Mrs. Fred Retzlaff, membership chairman 
for Lancaster County. "But extension clubs are not just 
social clubs, they are ways of keeping up with the new 
things that are coming out. 


"I know if I didn't feel that I was getting something 


out of it, I could find something better to do with my 
time." 


Also, many of the county agents explained there are 


several clubs which hold their meetings in the evenings, 
because all or some of the members are employed full- 
time. 


It is interesting to note the results of a 1965 study, 


"Why Illinois Women Participate in Home Economics 
Extension Club Programs," which Mrs. Sward believes 
parallel Nebraska attitudes. In the study 997 club 
members from one club in each county were asked why 
they attended club meetings. 


Of the respondents, 47% said they attended primarily 


to improve their homemaking competencies and 31% 
wanted to increase their intellectual growth. Improve- 
ment of the society was selected by 11%, and 5% attached 
primary importance to sociability. The remaining four, 
two and one percents alluded to diversion, esteem and 
social 'pressure, respectively, as their main reasons for 
attendance. 


In addition, a 1972 Nebraska survey showed that 


while 72% of the membership are fulltime homemakers, 
there has been a decrease of almost 9% in this group over 
a 10-year period. And the number who work outside the 
home on a full or part-time basis also continued to in- 
crease. 


Likewise, fewer club members received all of their 


income from farming or lived on a farm in 1972, than they 
did 10 years before, according to the survey. 


Couple Files Suit When 'Test Tube' Baby Destroyed

"I can't see why some people believe a baby 


conceived in this fashion isn't as sacred as a baby 
conceived in the normal fashion," said Mrs. Doris 
Del Zio about her effort to have a test-tube baby. 


"There's even more care, more desire, more 


intent involved here because so much time, energy, 
skill and emotion had to be invested in its concep- 
tion." 


For the last two years, Mrs. Del Zio and her 


husband John, a dentist, have gone through an 
experience that few couples have had — trying to 
conceive a baby in a test tube—and winding up the 


, center of legal and medical controversy. 


"It all began with a consultation in tile office of 


my gynecologist," said the Fort Lauderdale 
housewife in what she described as her first inter- 
view about an experience that has put the family 
through a traumatic experience and attracted 
world-wide attention. 


She was living at the time in the Queens 


borough of New York and her physician was Dr. 
William J. Sweeney, a clinical professor of 
obstetrics and gynecology at Cornell University 
Medical School. 
emotional and financial strain trying to clear 
blocked fallopian tubes that had kept me from get- 
ting pregnant again," she said.'"There had just 
been no success. That's when Dr. Sweeney told me 
about this possibility" (of fertilization in a test tube 
with reimplantation that would bypass the fallo- 
pian tubes). 


Dr. Sweeney had worked previously with Dr. 


Landrum Shettles, who at the time was on the staff 
of Columbia-Presbyterian Medical Center in New 
York; and he believed Dr. Shettles could become 
interested in the Del Zios' case. (In the 1950s, Dr. 
Shettles was credited by many with being the first 
to demonstrate clearly that human eggs could be 
fertilized successfully in test tubes). 


She didn't think about ethical or moral 


problems connected with fears of "genetic 
engineering," Mrs. Del Zio said. The process would 
involve her own ova and her own husband's sperm 
carried to term in her own body, after all. "I have 
an eleven-year-old daughter by another marriage, 
and my husband has two grown children from an 


Mrs. Doris Del Zio only wanted to be a moth- 
er again, but she may wind up being a pi- 
oneer in legal and medical history. 


earlier marriage," she said. "We just wanted to 
have another child. I'd like to have even more." 


So on Sept. 11, 1973, she entered New York 


Hospital where Dr. Sweeney performed a delicate 
operation, removing eggs with a needle-like suction 
device from follicles on the ovarian surface. She 
had been primed for the surgery for an entire year 
by taking progestational hormones to thicken the 
lining of her uterus and prepare it to accept the 
test-tube fertilized egg. 


The eggs were bathed in a special follicular 


fluid that contained bits of tubal mucosa and then 
transported to Dr. Shettles' laboratory at 
Columbia-Presbyterian. Her husband's sperm was 
added to the test tube concoction and the process 
of fertilization began. 


Mrs. Del Zio was lying in her hospital bed, still 


on intravenous fluids with -'tubes stuck in my nose 
and my abdomen" when word reached her that the 
test tube contents had been destroyed. She had 
been there four days and expected implantation to 
take place at any time. 


She was stunned at first, Mrs. Del Zio recalls, 


then depressed. "I can't talk about it," she says 
still, "because it upsets me." 


The details of what happened are still unclear, 


because Columbia-Presbyterian Medical Center 
has refused to make an official statement on the 
subject. 


Dr. Shettles claims that his superior at the 


hospital, Dr. Raymond Vande Wiele, "confiscated" 
the specimen, "broke the sterile conditions" and 
"terminated the procedure." In the controversy 


that ensued, Dr. Shettles resigned under pressure 
after 27 years on the Columbia staff. He is presently 
director of research at the nonprofit New York 
Fertility Research Foundation in Manhattan. 


Dr. Vande Wiele has made no public comment 


to explain his action, but hospital spokesmen do say 
that it would be considered customary to consult 
one's superior and possibly the hospital's medical 
board before performing an implant operation of 
the sort planned for Mrs. Del Zio. 


The hospital and the university would be legal- 


ly responsible for results, and hospital insurance 
companies tend to be conservative on matters of. 
this kind. 


What is clear is that Dr. and Mrs. Del Zio, 


through their attorney, Michael Dennis of Garden 
City, N.Y., filed a $1.5 million suit last August in 
Federal Court against Dr. Vande Wiele and the 
hospital. 


"We are claiming that termination of the 


procedure without the couple's consent denied 
them their last opportunity to have a child," Den- 
nis declares. He says that a decision on this case 
should cast more light on the legal definition of 
when a human life begins and who (if anyone) has a 
legal right to destroy it. 


Scientists have been arguing about test tube 


fertilization, and about embryonic implant and 
transplantation for years. Aldous Huxley in his 
"Brave New World" (1932) predicted a time (sup- 
posedly 500 years in the future) when test tube 
babies would be produced on an assembly line, 
their every mental and physical characteristic 
predetermined. 


Artificial insemination was seen by many as a 


first step in this direction and was therefore once 
considered controversial. Now it is common 
procedure in humans as well as in non-human man- 
nals. 


Embryo implants have now been successfully 


performed in cattle, too. Writer David Rorvik 
reported recently in the NewJYork Times how 
"with appropriate hormone stimulation, prize cows 
can be made to 'superovulate,' releasing up to 30 
mature eggs at a time, after which they are ar- 
tificially inseminated with the sperm of prize bulls. 


"The resulting 'superembryos' are flushed 


from the uterus and implanted hi other healthy but 
less exalted cows to be carried to term." 


A number of different scientists have had par- 


tial success with developing human embryos' "in 
vitro" (Literally, in glass) and implanting them. 


The main medical stumbling blocks have been 


in removing eggs successfully from the ovaries and 
in getting sperm, under test tube conditions, to 
penetrate the egg and form a blastocyst. Rejection 
of the embryo by the mother's body has not been 
anticipated, mainly because all fetuses, including 
those conceived in the normal way, have antigens 
which are different from the mother's body 
anyway. 


Dr. Shettles has said: "Nature has apparently 


suspended the immunoprotective process here in 
the interest of propagation." 


Ethical and moral barriers are much more for- 


midable. Dr. James Watson, the Nobel biologist, 
told a Congressional subcommittee not long ago 
that a successful embryo transplant would soon oc- 
CIT. He also predicted that when that event took 
place "all hell will break loose, politically and 
morally, all over the world." 


It is possible that successful embryo implants 


already have taken place. Dr. Douglas Bevis from 
Leeds University in England shocked colleagues 
last July by announcing at a British Medical 
Association conference that three such babies had 
been born. They were said to range in age from 12 
to 18 months and to be "developing normally." The 


doctor failed to produce proof of his work, 
however, so most scientists will remain skeptical. 


Some theologians have argued against people 


who "take the Lord's work into their own hands;" 
and a concerted, well-organized effort by anti- 
abortion or "Right-to-Life" forces has already 
caused suspension (at least temporarily) of all 
research in this country using human fetal tissue. 


The possibility of mental retardation resulting 


from test-tube embryo implants has been raised by 
hospitals and their insurance companies. And of 
course the possibilities of genetic engineering to 
create a "master race" is discussed in hushed tones 
only. 


, 
On the other hand, those who argue for more 


embryonic research say what they are doing will 
not only overcome hitherto insurmountable 
obstacles to pregnancy but could open the way to 
treating genetic disorders at the very earliest stage 
of development. It could provide new knowledge 
about human reproduction, cell development and 
specialization into different tissues and organs; and 
that knowledge could, in turn, bring practical 
results such as better methods of contraception and 
cancer treatment. 


Mrs. Del Zio, meanwhile, keeps her own clear, 


personal perspective in the eye of the scientific 
storm. "I felt it was the only course open to me," 
she explained simply, over the telephone. "We 
ruled out adoption. We wanted our own baby." 


She and her husband have talked to her 11- 


year-old about a baby sister or brother coming into 
the house. "My daughter is very good with my doc- 
tor," she says. "She is interested in science. We 
didn't go into all the details with her but we all had 
good communications." 


She would like to try the whole thing again, she 


says. She is confident that she is still physically and 
emotionally- able. 


Does she consider herself a pioneer? 
"No," she repeated. "I don't look at it that 


way. I would just like to have a baby."

Omaha (AP) - An official of 


the World Relief Commission 
says the United Nations 
deliberately removes U.S. labels 
from food and other items dis- 
tributed to starving people 
around the world. 


Dr. Everett Graffam of Valley 


Forge, Pa., executive director of 
the commission, commented in 
Omaha, where he attended a 
world relief rally at Evangelical 
Friends Church. 


Dr. Graffam, who said he has 


traveled nearly a million miles 
the last 10 years in under- 
developed countries, said the 
U.N. goes out of its way to 
publicize gifts of Communist 
countries. 


He cited a tent put up in a 


Peru disaster area recently by 


Communist countries, and a fol- 
lowing report thst the Soviet 
Union had installed a "hospi- 
tal." 


When Yugoslavia constructed 


a building in flood-ravaged 
Bangladesh, Dr. Graffam said, 
"every single person in the area 
knew about it." Nearby, he said, 
were other developments put up 
by the United States "and maybe 
a Scandanavian country and 
nobody knew about it." 


He said "our whole image 


would change" if we ensured 
that the starving peoples of the 
world knew the United States 
contributes more than any other 
country to world relief efforts. 


Commenting on the current 


World Food Conference 
in 


Rome, Dr. Graffam said that 


although the 
United States 


promised $2 billion in food for 
starving nations, it no longer can 
afford to "feed the world by 
itself." 


He said other nations have to 


begin carrying the load and de- 
veloping nations must be given 
the technological know-how to 
raise enough food for them- 
selves. Dr. Graffam added that 
church relief organizations are 
gearing toward 
self-develop- 


ment programs. 


Dr. Graffam said the World 


Relief Commission is supported 
mainly by evangelical Christian 
churches. He said the commis- 
sion this year will assist three to 
four million people with about 
$3.5 million worth of equipment 
and supplies and another $1.3 
million in cash. 


Feeders Demand Ford Act 


Omaha (UPI) - The National 


Livestock Feeders Association 
Friday wired President Ford 
renewing its demand that im- 
mediate action be taken against 
the Canadian government for 
that country's "violations of 
trade agreements" with the 
United States. 


"The situation in the U.S. cat- 


tle industry is catastrophic and 
demands immediate retaliatory 
action by the U.S. government," 
said Don F. Magdanz, NLFA 
executive vice president. 


Magdanz reminded the Presi- 


dent of Trade Information Com- 
mittee hearings held three 
weeks ago concerning Canadian 


quotas on U.S. fed cattle and 
beef. 


"Still no action has been taken 


by our government against 
Canada for these unreasonable 
and illegal quotas," he said. 


Magdanz called for the U.S. 


government to "disallow im- 
ports of cattle, hogs, beef and 
pork from Canada unless and un- 
til the Canadian government 
removes restrictions on imports 
of U.S. fed cattle and beef." 


He added, "At the very 


minimum, the U.S. action must 
inflict dollar damage on Canada 
equivalent to the injury being 
sustained by the U.S. industry 
under the Canadian quotas." 


The wire said Canada's fourth- 


quarter quota on U.S. fed cattle 
already has been used and the 
beef quota is nearly exhausted. 


Magdanz said U.S. top good 


grade cattle were selling in 
Toronto as a-q and a-2 cattle at 
nearly $60.00 per hun- 
dredweight, while on the sagging 
U.S. market comparable cattle 
were selling at $35.00-36.00. 


The NLFA has been urging 


U.S. government retaliatory ac- 
tion against Canada ever since 
the Candaian violation of trade 
agreements in September, 1973. 
Since then, Magdanz said, other 
violations have occurred and the 
association efforts have picked 
up support from other U.S. 
livestock interests. 


Sepfember Jobless Rate Down 


By The Associated Press 


According to a report issued 


by the Job Service of Nebraska, 
unemployment in the state in 
September declined 2,600 from 
the August figure. 


State unemployment in 


September was estimated at 24,- 
800. compared with an August 
figure of 27,400. Some 3.5% of 
Nebraska's workers were un- 
employed, compared with 3.8% 
in August. 


However the September, 1973, 


figures were more favorable 
than this year. At that time, 20,- 


200 Nebraskans were un- 
employed. That translated to 
2.9% of the labor force. 


Omaha figures reflected the 


same trend. While the number of 
unemployed workers declined 
from 14,600 in August to 13,250 
in September, the September, 
1973, figure was 10,050. 


In September, 1974, 5.2% of 


Omaha workers were un- 
employed, compared with 5.7% 
in August and 4% in September, 
1973. 


In Lincoln, unemployment in 


September decreased to 2,850 


from 3,050 in August. In 
September, 1973, 2,550 Lincoln 
workers were,without jobs. 


Unemployment was 3% of the 


labor force in September, com- 
pared with 3.2% for August and 
2.7% in September, 1973. 


The service predicted that un- 


employment rates would be 
about the same for October, 
which it said is normal for this 
time of the year. However, un- 
employment is expected to rise 
some in November, with the ac- 
tual figures depending on 
weather conditions.

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Action On Access Bill Urged 


By DON WALTON

Sen. John Cavanaugh III of 


Omaha Friday balked at 
suggestions that the Legislature 
should await congressional ac- 
tion before considering a com- 
prehensive bill to control access 
to criminal records. 


Both Atty. Gen. Clarence 


Meyer and Woodson Howe of 
Omaha, speaking for Nebraska 
press and broadcasters, urged 
the Unicameral's Miscellaneous 
Subjects Committee to proceed 
with caution. 


Until the Congress and the 


Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration "make up their 
mind" on a federal bill, Meyer 
said, he believes "it would be a 
mistake for Nebraska to proceed 


to enact a comprehensive bill of 
its own." 


'Go Very Slowly' 


"We urge you to go very 


slowly," said Howe, the 
executive assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Omaha World- 
Herald. 


Cavanaugh, who sponsored an 


unsuccessful bill in the 1974 
Legislature, said he believes 
state senators have "an obliga- 
tion to set our own standards" 
without awaiting federal action. 


"Congress isn't necessarily 


any smarter than we are," he 
declared. 


Meyer said limiting access to 


certain criminal records will 
require "a massive education 
program" for law enforcement 
officers so they will understand 


what information is no longer 
available to the public or the 
press. 


MfdU Will OppOM Cut 


Howe told the committee the 


media will oppose any bill which 
would "cut off press access to in- 
formation which is traditionally 
in the public domain," such as 
arrest background data. 


Such a bill, which might be 


enacted to protect a person's 
right of privacy, could "easily 
become a vehicle for cen- 
sorship," he said. 


"Secrecy may cloak mis- 


deeds," Howe said. "We need 
more openness, not more 
secrecy." 


Cavanaugh was critical of 


Omaha Police Chief Richard 
Andersen's policy of allowing 


Gas Tax Hike Won't Be Sought 


A- legislative committee studying 


Nebraska's highway financing problems will not 
seek a hike in the eight-cent state gasoline tax, 
the committee chairman said Friday. 


Sen. Leslie Stull of Alliance, chairman of 


the Transportation Advisory Committee, said 
hearings held throughout the state have con- 
vinced him that people will not support in- 
creased taxes for roadbuildmg. 


"The committee will recommend no in- 


crease in revenue at this time," Stull said. 


"We recognize there is a problem, but we 


don't feel the people would support a tax in- 
crease. This problem is going to be with us fo*f 
some time," he said. 


Roadbuildmg costs have jumped 50% since

Continues Climb

Crime in Nebraska during the 


third quarter of the year con- 
tinued to increase at the rate of 
18% per year, according to the 
Nebraska Crime Commission. 


But murder ran against the 


trend, dropping to 37 for the first 
nine months of 1974, corrtpared 
to 46 a year earlier. 


An increase in forcible rape 


and robbery in urban areas 
helped to push violent crime up 
25% over the first nine months 
of 1973. 


In cities with less than 5,000 


population, robbery was down 
57% and rape was down 62%. 
But in Omaha, rape increased 
30% and rape in Lincoln in- 
creased 63%-. Rape in other 
cities larger than 5,000 increased 
25%. 


Marilyn Kumm, who compiles 


the statistics for the Crime Com- 
mission, said she felt part of the 


increase in rape shown in the 
statistics was due to an increase 
in the number of rape-victims 
filing reports with police. 


Robbery increased 47/c in 


Omaha, 57% in Lincoln and 40% 
in other cities with more than 5,- 
000 population. 


Felony assault ran counter to 


the trend, increasing by as much 
as 139% in smaller communities 
and dropping by 2% in Omaha. 


Burglary increased by 35% in t 


rural areas and 17% in cities 
with populations from 5,000 to 
100,000. It increased 22% in Lin- 
coln and 23% in Omaha. 


Larceny reports increased ' 


20% for the state. 


Auto theft dropped 6% for the" 


state because of a decrease of 
14% in Omaha and 13% in cities 
under 5,000. Auto theft in rural 
areas increased 25%.

East's Tracy Turner 
and Omaha Northwest's Randy 
Matsunami combined for six of 
them, with golds evenly dis- 
tributed at two apiece. 


Broken bones in each case 


have been the culprits, sidelining 
the competitors for at least a 
portion of the particular seasons. 


As sophomores, both Mit- 


snnami and Fridrich were vic- 
tims of broken arms, and 
Fridrich sandwiched in various 
other breaks also. As a junior. 
Tuner broke a DOM in his bed 
early n the season. 


Fridrich healed from his in- 


juries, and with a year of 
rehabilitation and workouts, 
used his completely mended arm 
to haul away five medals, the 
most by any competitor. 


Perhaps the roost important of 


his achievements was the all- 


around title awarded him after 
Thursday's competition. 


But in Friday's final individual 


competition, the soft-spoken 
Southeast senior added another 
gold (horizontal bar), two silvers 
(still rings and floor exercise) 
and a fourth place medal in the 
parallel bars. 


Fridrich's coach at Southeast, 


Jon Blocker, had nothing but 
praise for the effort shown by his 
standout performer. ''Kirk had 
to work pretty hard for his 
score," Blocker said. "Where 
some kids have a great deal of 
natural talent, Kirk isn't that 
way.

Lexington, Ky. (AP) - "We're 


getting ourselves ready, not only 
the backs, but the whole team," 
says Bill Bartos, who has been 
tapped to replace University of 
Kentucky star running back Son- 
ny Collins in- Saturday's game 
against the University of Florida 
in Lexington.

Horn Says Increasing Costs Endangers College Football 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) -Stephen Horn, president of Long 


Beach State, says he's only tuft-tedding when he predicts that 
"only four college football teams wiD be left by the Mflte." 


The rest will have been driven out of the game because of in- 


creasing costs, he says, leaving super powers such as Tens and 
Ohio State playing each other twice a year to pad their 
schedules. 


"I don't really believe Out," Horn said Thursday, "but it's 


going to be very low key." 


For example, Horn says football at Long Beach State raises 


only $15,000 a year and for the time being, donations are keep- 
ing the program alive 


Football is just part of the growing financial burden at col- 


leges, added Horn, in Miami Beach to explore the need for 
athletic reforms as part of the meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of State Colleges. 


Robert C. James, commissioner of the Atlantic Coast 


Conference and also a pane) member, says colleges "nave found 
it increasingly difficult to maintain a balance between athletic 
income and «cp«xlJtar«, ft tatas VCT>'Lttie arfiuiienutJon to 
demonstrate that this situation cannot long continue." 


The third panelist George H, Hanford, oecutive vice prah 


1 
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dent of the College Entrance Examination Board, outlined a 
vicious circle encompassing prof essional sports, the media and 
women demanding equal treatment "aggravating an already 
serious financial problem" and leading to "new pressures on 
athletic deparments and on coaches to produce winning teams. 


"Because winning depends so much on material, the unethic- 


al recruiting and subsidy of able young athletes continues to in- 
tensify." 


He added that the pressure is prompting recruiters "to falsify 


transcripts, to cause coaches to get grades for their athletes in 
courses they never attended, to get alumni to give star quarter- 
backs autonwoUes, to proniptathJetkdeptrtrneiia to use work 
study funds to pay athletes for sham or non-existing jobs-all, of 
course, in the name of what one observer has described as 'the 
drive to be No. IV 


After a six-month study, Hanford has called for the formation 


of a Canntssion of Collegiate Sports to help solve deteriorating 
finances, growing commercialism, the confficting rotes of spora 
as education and as entertainment unethical recruiting and 
exploitation of athletes. 


"My own judgement... is that something needs to be 'done to 


break the cycte, to stow it down," Hanford says. "Hopefully, a 
Commission on Collegiate Sports could just do the trick," 


• 


James admitted that recruiting was a major problem. But be 


said "recruiting per se is our way of life" not only by sports but 
by churches, the mili tary, industry and even by colleges for their 
academic staffs. 


"It is only natural then, that our coaches seek to replace their 


graduates with the most talented athletes moving up from the 
high school ranks/' said James. 


He said the National Collegiate Athletic Association has 


tightened rules to cut down recruiting costs and to try to stop 
unethical tactics. 


But Horn said, "Maybe we are kidding ourselves. Maybe we 


can't have amateur athletics." 


Long Beach State, his own school, was hit by NCAA sanctions 


for recruiting practices. Horn said few problems demand more 
attentkm from admiiustrrtoh "than the *^^ 
amateur statss of intercoBegate athletics. 


"AH too many of oar campuses are-cc seem on the verge 


of-becoming farm teams for professional athletics." 


Horn said he wffl propose that the MCA A adopt at its January 


meeting a rote requiring that coaches found guilty of unethical 
conduct be suspended for three yean. This, be said, might icare 
coaches into foflowing NCAA rules. 


"They might be wed car salesmen... they might be a 


number of things, but they won't be coaches," be said. 


Horn also wants the NCAA to stop penalizing schools when 


athletes underhandedly sign contracts with professionals and 
continue to play collegiate sports. 


"I think this is wrong," he said. "We by mass punishment for 


individual transgression." 


And be said he wants athletic boosters, along with athletes 


and their parents, to sip affidavits that no unethical in- 
ducements are involved in the athlete's decision to attend a cer- 
tain school. 


James, discussing options to cut costs, said, "The least de- 


sirable would seem to be cutting back the entie program by 
reduction of the number of contests, the number of partici- 
pants, the number of trips and, in general, undertaking all- 
around retrenchment 


"Another option is to reduce segments of the program by 


eliminating or curtailing some sports white retaining others. 
Unhappily, this has gone on in some institutions and is still go- 
ing on. The sports that usually suffer are the so-calM 'minor 
sports' which characteristically do not produce nuid) revenue." 


He said such curtailment is "complicated by the tact there are 


currently 3.8 miDion boys and ow 100,000 gilb partitipiting in 
high school athletics and who look to us to provide a quality 
program."

Marvin Miller, 
who will 


represent Hunter in the arbitra- 
tion as executive director of the 
Players Association, said Friday 
that Hunter named an annuity 
for Finley to makrthe deferred 
payments to and the Oakland 
owner failed to do so, even after 
being notified in writing by 
Hunter's attorney as the contract 
stipulates. 
: 'John Gaherin, who will repre- 
sent the 24 major league owners, 
said the dispute between Hunter 
and Finley is a disagreement 
over the method of payment, 
which 
must 
first 
be 


adjudicated. 


• However, Miller said, "The 


. contract is quite clear as to what 
Finley is obligated to do and it is 
also clear he has done none of 
it." 


The Players Association con- 


tends Finley has defaulted the 
contract and Hunter is now a 
free agent. 


But 
Gaherin 
said, "Our 


position is this: that you cannot 
assert a contract is in default un- 
til you have had that matter fully 
adjudicated. 


"It's the method (of the 


deferred payment) they appear 
to have the quarrel about. It's a 
legitmate dispute between par- 
ties as to how they were going to 
accomplish the deferral." 


He said* even if the arbitrator,

"There can be no obfuscating

However, Miller also said, "I 


never try to predict the out- 
come of an arbitration." 


If the arbitration is decided in 


Hunter's favor, he would be free 
to sign with any club. The open 
bidding for a star player's ser- 
vices would be almost unique 
and could make Hunter 
baseball's best-paid player. 


The only other top caliber 


player in recent years to be given 
free agent status was Ken 
Harrelson, who was released by 
the Kansas City A's after a dis- 
pute with Finley in 1967 and 
signed with the Boston Red 
Sox. 


Hunter has said he is not par- 


ticularly interested in leaving the 
A's, so a decision in his favor 
would put him in position to 
negotiate a new contract with 
Finley—with a 
hefty in- 


crease. 


The decision of the arbitrator

JOHANNESBURG, South 


Africa (AP) - More than 100 
weary American women and 
children 
arrived 
in 


Johannesburg Friday on two 
evacuation flights from the 
racially tense Angolan capital of 
Luanda. 


Most of the refugees fleeing 


the Portuguese colony, which 
appears on the verge of civil war, 
are wives and children of 
employes of Cabinda Gulf Oil 
Co. 


The U.S. oil firm operates in 


the seaside enclave of Cabinda, 
sandwiched between Zaire and 
the Congo Republic just north of 
Angola. 


In Luanda, a military 


spokesman said two companies 
of Angolan troops were sent into 
the city's predominantly black 
suburbs to ward off possible 
weekend violence. 


In Rhodesia, another racially 


tense African country, the 
government said security forces 
killed seven black guerrillas on 
the fringe of white-owned 
farmlands about 120 miles north 
of Salisbury. 


Joe Connor, a Cabinda Gulf 


executive who accompanied the 
Americans to Johannesburg, 
said, "Right now, things are 
pretty explosive in Angola and it 
was simply considered safer to 
get the women to South Africa 
before possible flare-ups this 
weekend, like what happened 
last weekend." 


Connor was referring to 


rioting in the black suburbs of 
Luanda last weekend in which at 
least 50 persons were killed and 
over 100 injured. 


Gulf chartered two special 


planes to bring in a total of 52 
women and 52 children. They 
were put up at Johannesburg 
hotels 


"Some will go back to their 


homes in the States," said Con- 


nor. "Others, a few, might even 
choose to rent homes in 
Johannesburg and holiday here 
for awhile. It's all pretty fluid." 


The flights to Johannesburg 


were very "last minute," accor- 
ding to one sleepy American 
who arrived at daybreak. 


"As you can see we're pretty 


pooped," commented one 
woman. "It's how you get, I 
guess, when you have had no 
sleep, and like we are, not even 
knowing where our rooms will 
be so we can at least bathe or 
wash and unpack." 


A few of the refugees have no 


connection with Gulf Oil. 


"They just happened to be 


visiting Luanda so they came 
south with their friends," said 
one woman. 


Tension has been mounting in 


Angola, a nation of 5.7 million on 
the southwest coast of Africa, 
because of the intense rivalry 
among three black liberation 
movements seeking political 
power in the territory, which has 
been promised independence by 
Portugal. 


The three groups have been 


waging seperate guerrilla wars 
of independence and have oc- 
casionally fought each other in 
the mineral-rich territory for 
over a decade. 


Following the military coup in 


Portugal in April Lisbon agreed 
to grant all three of its African 
territories 
independence. 


Guinea Bissau in West Africa is 
already free. Mozambique on the 
east coast is scheduled to 
become independence next June 
25. 


But granting independence to 


Angola, Portugal's largest and 
richest colony, has been 
hampered because of the rivalry 
among 
the 
liberation 


movements.
